Claims 21-26 relate to methods of treatment of the human or 
animal body by therapy or diagnostic methods practised on the 
human or animal body (PCT Rule 39.1 (iv) ) . Nevertheless, a search 
has been executed for these claims. The search has been based on 
the alleged effects of the compounds or compositions. 

Box III 

In order to fulfil the requirements of unity of invention (see 
PCT, Article 34(3) (a-c) and Rule 13.2), it is necessary that 
the intermediate compounds are closely interconnected with the 
end products. Such close connection requires that the 
essential structural part of the end product is incorporated 
by the intermediate. However, the present application lacks a 
single general inventive concept based on the above principle. 
This leads to the presence of the subjects listed below, each 
falling under its own restricted inventive concept: 

(1) the invention according to claims 1-10, 12-32 and parts of 
claims 11 and 33, relating to 2-oxoindolines and 2- 
hydroxyindoles ; 

(2) The invention according to parts of claims 11 and 33, 
relating to 6-chloropyridine and 6-chloropyrimidine 
derivatives. 

Consequently, the present application lacks unity of 
invention.
